The cutting to pieces of the 7th Cavalry recalls an incident, 
forgotten in the American Army, which relates to the 7th Infan- 
try. In the Black Hawk war the 7th behaved badly and lost 
their regimental colors. It is not generally known, perhaps, 
that besides the “Star Spangled Banner” which each carries, 
every regiment of Regulars has a flag known as the regimental 
colors, which, once lost by bad conduct in battle, can only be 
regained by the conduct of the regiment itself. From that tame 
to the Mexican war the 7th was without its flag. At Fort Brown 
it was the infantry on duty iu that field work, and behaved 
nobly, holding the fort against ‘‘all Mexico” for over a weck; 
and when the flag was shot from the staff young Lieutenant Van 
Dorn, imitating Serzeaut Jasper at Moulirie, climbed the slope 
under fire and nailed the flag to the staff. The regiment at 
Monterey was with Worth’s flanking column, and did splendid 
service. Afterwards, on the line with Scott, it fought in every 
engagement to the city of Mexico, and it was on entering upon 
this campaign its old Colonel, Riley, after telling the regiment 
that he expected them to redeem their colors, made the memora- 


ble remark, with his inimitable lisp: ‘* Ath fo’ me, boyth, it ith 
six feet of earth or a yellow thash.”’ Six feet of earth or a 
yellow sash—the badge of a general—and nobly did he win the 


sash, and grandly did the Seventh redeem their colors,

CONGRESS. 


Bora Houses of Congress have, during the past 
weex, passed a joint resolution authorizing and re- 
questing the President to take such measures as may 
in his judgment be necessary to prevent the metallic 
cartridges being conveyed to hostile Indians, and 
authorizing him to declare the same contraband of 
war ia such dictricts of country as he may designate 
during hostilities. The bill granting a pension to 
Mrs. George A, Custer, and General Custer’s father 
and mother, was reported in the House with an 
amendment, reducing the amount to each from $50 
to $30 a month, and striking out the name ot the 
father. A bill, giving $30 a month to the widow of 
Captain Geo, W. Yates, was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Inva!tid Pensions, who decline to report a 
general bill tor the relief of all the sufferers in the 
Custer fight. The Committee of Conference on the 
Military Academy Appropriation bill have agreed 
upon an aggregate appropriation of $290,065, the 
House receding on $80,834, and the Senate on $18,- 
776. The original estimate was for $437,470. The 
points of difference between the two Houses related 
to the longevity pay of the professors who held com- 
missions merely as professors, and to the additional 
pay to the regular Army officers assigned, and 
turther as to the band at West Point. As to the 
two first points, the House has yieided to the Senate, 
and the question is to be referred to the Army Com- 
mission. A bill to restore Captain Edw. 8. Meyer to 
the active list of the Army, and providing that his 
time on the retired list shall not be counted in his 
promotion, has passed the House. A bill to restore 
Benj. P. Runkel to the retired list of the Army has 
Leen introduced. The House has adopted, 109 to 
74, the report of the majority of the Naval Commit- 
tee on the results of their investigation into Naval 
affairs, referring to the Judiciary Committee the 





legal questions growing out of the report,

THE IMPEACHMENT TRIAL. 


THE result of the trial before the Senate of W. W. 
Belknap, late Secretary of War, is told in the following 
extract from the report made to the House by Mr. Lord 
on behalf of the Managers: ‘‘The Managers on the 
part of the House to conduct the impeachment against, 
William W. Belknap, late Secretary of War, respect- 
fully report that the defendant, William W. Belknap, 
has been acquitted on the articles presented against 
him, less than two-thirds of the Senators present voting 
‘guilty.’ The final vote was 62. Thirty-seven of the 
Senators voted ‘ guilty;’ twenty-three ‘ not guilty;’ for 
want of jurisdiction one ‘ not guilty,’ and one criticised 
a portion of the articles of impeachment, and stated 
that the offenses charged in other of the articles were 
not proved beyond a reasonable doubt.” In spite of 
this conclusion those who know General Belknap best 
are far from accepting the popular, or even this quasi- 
judicial judgment in his case. Discarding the merely 
technical view of the evidence, and interpreting it in 
the light of attendant circumstances, and their estimate 
of the personality of the man they hold with Mr. Blair, 
of defendant’s counsel, who said : 

The witness who proves the remittances (é. ¢. from Marsh to 
Belknap) directly and ey disproves the fact sought to be 
inferred from the appointment and subsequent remittances, and 
proves that the remittances were not made in consideration of 
the appointment or of the continuance of the party in office, by 
showing that the appointment was given on an entirely different 
consideration and that no suggestion was ever made at the time 
of the appointment or subsequently that any pecuniary consider- 
ation should be given for it; that the division of the bonus which 
he subsequently made was the suggestion of his own mind and 
wholly voluntary, and that the moneys were in fact presents 
which he fel: entirely at liberty to make or to withhold; that the 
appointment was not made upon any promise or understanding 
that such payments should be made, nor were they subsequently 
made to procure the continuance of Evansin office. . . . 

Recollect then, Senators, that the remittances which subse- 
quently took place to the Secretary were by the direction of Mrs, 
Bower, she claiming the money to be hers. Does that convey any 
knowledge to the Secretary? Mrs. Bower was a lady of property, 
into whose affairs the Secretary had noright to inquire at ail. 
Was it a circumstance to put the Secretary on his guard that she 
received money from Marsh and that Marsh remits it to Belknap 
by her direction? She was not then Mrs. Belknap. The remit- 
tances to her did not commence to be made to the Secretary 
when the appointment was made. There was therefore nothing 
to associate the two things. The appointment of Marsb had 
been made the year before the first remittance camé to the Secre- 
tary for Mrs. Bower. Mrs. Bower, according to the testimony,

We 
are therefore not able to give you a clear and full account of th‘s 
transaction and to show where this money went te, and who it 
was claimed by; but wedoshow you where a part of it was 
claimed and wh cre it now rests, and we say that we are entitled 
to your verdict.

Now, adds Hagineer, ‘‘ small 
guns can be fired as fast as a slow running Cornish 
engine; and it is clear that if the work done by a 
Cornish engine, even though it made only a stroke a 
minute, may be estimated in terms of horse-powers, we 
may with as much propriety apply the terms to guns 
firing sixty or any smaller number of rounds per hour. 
The power of an engine will—other things being 
equal—vary as the number of strokes per minute, and 
the power of guns will vary in the same way for 
similar reasons. If, then, we calculate the efficiency 
of guns in terms of horse-power, we shall have a very 
ready and accurate means of comparing the value of 
two guns constructed on different systems but of the 
same size. Thus, if a gun of a given size, say 40 lb., 
can be fired twice as fast as another gun of the same

OUR THIRTEENTH BIRTADAY. 


§ gg ng years ago this month, on the 29th of 

August, 1863, the first number of the Army 
AnD Navy JouRNAL made its appearance, and with 
the present number closes the thirteenth yearly vol- 
ume. The journalistic year of fifty-two weeks is one 
and one quarter days shorter than the solar year of 
three hundred and sixty-five days and six hours, 
Hence it is that our fourteenth volume begins with 
the date of August 12th, 1876, where our first volume 
began with that of August 29th, 1863. 

Thirteen years is not much in the life of an indi- 
vidual, but it is something in that of an American 
paper, and especially an.American military journal. 
We hope that our readers find that age has not 
abated our natural force nor diminished the ardor of 
our enthusiasm for the cause we serve—that of mili- 
tary efficiency, military honor, the development of 
the true martial spirit, not only in the ranks of the 
Services, but in the country at large. When we 
issued our first number, the American Army num- 
bered hard on to a million men, and the Navy 
counted over four hundred ships, scattered on every 
sea, and commanded by men who forced from the 
most unwilling, the homage of admiration for their 
achievements. As our fourteenth volume opens, the 
Army congratulates itself that it has barely saved to 
itself the inadequate force of 25,000 men, while the 
Navy can count but sixty-two vessels in commission, 
with but 7,500 men to man them, and a long list of 
officers “awaiting orders,” tor want of vessels to 
command, Thus has it come about that men are once 
more looking for the advent of the millennium, and 
the old prejudice against the military institution, as 
@ useless tax upon the country, is sought to be re- 
vived. It is the mission of the Army AnD Navy 
JouRNAL to combat this prejudice, and on the one hand 
to keep the country in mind of the necessity for an 
Army, and of the services rendered by our soldiers 
and sailors, and on the other hand to recall to the 
Army and Navy their past glories, to record their 
present achievements, and to stimulate them at all 
times to maintain the highest standard of military 
honor and efficieticy; that even now, with adverse 
fates against them, they may, as in the days of ‘‘ ylo- 
riofs war,” compel the universal recognition of their 
value to the country. 

In keeping with this mission, it is our office to 
afford our readers’ the means of not only learning 
the particulars of military life on this side of the 
Atlantic, but of comparing it with that abroad. We 
seek to garner all that can be most of use in educating 
our officers, as well as to place within their reach, and 
the reach of their friends, the means of informing them- 
selves as to the movements of regiments, companies and 
individuals, which information constitutes so large a 
part of the value of our paper to those who read it. 
The index we publish this week will show how wide 
is the scope of the paper, and what a storehouse of 
facts a single volume is; and though an index 
might not at first sight appear interesting as reading 
matter, we think that in this point of view ours is 
worth attention, and will be found, not only for fu- 
ture reference, but for immediate perusal, well worth 
the space we give to it. It contains over four thou. 
sand separate references, in which we do not count 
many less important paragraphs, impossible to in- 
clude without unduly swelling the list.

COLONEL RENO’S REPORT. 

We have succeeded in obtaiving an official copy 
of Colonel Reno's report of his operations with the 
7th Cavalry on the Litule Big Horn River, June 25, 
1876, which is now for the first time printed. As the 
statement of the principal survivor of that disastrous 
affair, confirmatory in most respects of authentic ac- 
counts from others, and supplemented, as it happens 
to be, with the unsolicited endorsement by his entire 
command, of Colonel Reno's actions, (accom- 
panied by a request for his promotion) the report is a 
complete vindication of that officer’s conduct, In 
the minds of most men such vindication is superflu- 
ous, but in the public consternation and distress at 
the loss of Custer and his men, many theories were 
advanced for the misfortune of a commander who 
was popularly esteemed to be well nigh invincible. 
Among other plausible theories, a “failure to co- 
operate” on Colonel Reno's part was asserted, long 
before the full list of casualties or other information 
as to the battle had come to hand. “In some way or 
other,” said thoughtless partisans of the gallant Cus- 
TER, “there was a want of skill or inclination to ex- 
ecute the orders given by the regimental commander, 
or this would never have happened.” We are glad 
to know that this view was held by a very smal] 
minority, who, long before they could read the 
simple, soldierly, and yet thrilling story of the 
‘Little Big Horn,” which we print this week, have 
acknowledged with shame the grievous injustice 
which they had meted out to this officer. A veteran 
of twenty years’ service, who bad gained distinction 
in great wars and savage combats alike, assuredly 
won another laurel leaf on the 25th of June. 

In RENo’s account will be found many points of 
interest. His estimate of the numbers and organiza- 
tion of his enemy, for instance. “The very earth 
seemed to grow Indians,” and as the Indians retired 
upon TeRRY’s approach, ‘‘ they filed away 1n almost 
perfect military order; the length of the column 
was fully equal to that of a large division of the 
Cavalry Corps of the Army of the Potomac as I have 
seen it on its march. * * I think we were fighting 
the whole Sioux nation, and also all the desperadoes, 
renegades, half-breeds and ‘squaw-men’ between the 
Missouri and Arkansas and east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains.” Apropos of the severity and nature of the 
Indian dire, he says “ this was the signal for the be- 
ginning of a fire that I have never seen equalled ; 
every rifle was handled by an expert and skilled 
marksman, and with a range that exceeded our car- 
bines; it was simply impossible to show any part of 
the body before it was struck.” These are the words, 
of a conservative, cool-headed soldier, one not given 
to exaggeration, and who was at Fredericksburg, 
Gettysburg and the Wilderness. After an examina- 
tion of General CusrEr’s trail from the point whe® 
the three detachments separated, and bearing in mind 
CusTER’s expressed intentions, Colonel RENo sum- 
marizes the probable causes of defeat, which theory 
we may assume is also entertained by the surviving 
officers of his regiment. His unreserved praise of 
the gallant BENTEEN is no doubt fully deserved. In 
conclusion, and in the bitterness and anguish of 
spirit of one who had lost nearly three hundred gal- 
lant comrades, of the élite of the Army, in an hour; 
who had but just emerged from that fearlul valley of 
the shadow of death, in which he had nearly re- 
mained with those dead comrades, sacrificed to the 
murderous and suicidal Indian policy of our Govern- 
ment, the surviving commander makes this appeal : 
‘The harrowing sight of the dead bodies, crowning 
the height on which CustreR fell and which will re- 
main vividly in my memory until death, is too recent 
for me not to ask the good people of this country 
whether a policy that sets opposing parties in the 
field, armed, clothed and equipped by one and the 
same government, should not be abolished.” If tne 
lessons of this terrible misfortune do not indirectly 
cause a radical change io our Indian system, nothing 
more convincing can possibly be expected to occur. 
Our boast of civilization will continue to be a mockery, 
our national progress a delusion, and our “ model” 
Republic a snare to those who in the future may seek 
a home among us or ‘‘a refuge for the oppressed.”

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WAR WITH. THE SIOUX. 
PRESENT SITUATION. 


Tue latest news from the front is to the effect that 
Crazy Horse is ‘‘ coming in” with part of his band and 
desires to have prepared for him the peaceful lodge, 
domestic beef and civilized coffee of the ‘‘ good In- 
dian.” This, if true, indicates either a difference ot 
opinion between Sitting Bull and his colleagues, or an 
evidence of the intention of the hostiles to break up 
into small marauding bands, and well-grounded alarm 
exists at all the small pos!s and towns on this account. 
In the meantime steps are being tuken for the imme- 
diate establishment of the two new military posts on 
the Yellowstone. General Forsyth, of the Staff of the 
Lieutenant-General, is in consultation with General 
Terry as to tie most suitable locations, and the neces- 
sary mechanics and material will be forwarded at the 
earliest opportunity. They are to be six company posts 
after the style of the Cavalry Barracks at Fort. Linco!n. 
The surviving non-commissioned officers and privates 
7th Cavalry have forwarded (through General Sheridan) 
a petition to the President and the Senate, setting forth 
the earnest desire of these men that the vacancies 
among the commissioned officers be filled by the pro- 
motion of Major Reno to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy, of 
Captain Benteen to the Majority, and that the other 
vacancies be filled by officers of the regiment according 
to seniority. The petitioners state that while this may 
be contrary to the established rules of promotion, a 
deviation is desirable, as it will be conferring a bravely 
fought for and justly merited promotion on officers 
who by their bravery, coolness, and decision, saved 
the lives of every man now living of the 7th Cavalry, 
and who participated in a battle which the petitioners 
say: ‘‘ Was one of the most bloody on record and one 
that would have ended with the loss of the life of every 
officer and enlisted’ man on the field but for the position 
taken by Major Reno, which we held with bitter tena- 
city against fearful odds to the last. To support this 
assertion, had our position been taken one hundred 
yards back irom tre brink of the heights overlooking 
the river, we would have been entirely cut off from 
water, and behind those heights the Indian demons 
would have swarmed in hundreds, picking off our men 
by detail, and before Monday, June 26, not an officer 
or enlisted man of our regiment would have been left 
to tell of our dreadful fate, as we then would have been 
completely surrounded.” The petition is signed by 
230 non-commissioned officers and privates. 

Charles Jones, who was an agent of the Flathead 
Indians in 1872, says that extensive preparations were 
then making for the present Sioux war. Two Flat- 
heads, who spent some time in Sitting Bull’s Camp at 
that time, reported that a talented Mexican outlaw— 
an accomplished linguist—was Sitting Bull’s prime 
minister. 

The Senate has passed a bill in accordance with 
General Sheridan’s recommendation that the 2d, 3d, 
Ath, 5th and 7th Cavalry shall be strengthened by in- 
creasing each company to 100 men, provided that the 
number over and above the regular establishment of 
25,000 shail not exceed 2,500 men; the estixated cost 
is $1,634,700. In connection with the subject, General 
Sheridan says : 

The events which have occurred to tne troops and my best 
knowledge of the Indian strength and affairs at the »gencies and 
in the field will not warrant at the present timein asking for 
volunteers. I have no objection tu asking for them as soon as I 
conscientiously believe their services necessary, but I do not 
from the disaster that came to Custer from a divided command 
desire to take the responsibility of asking for volurteers now, 
thereby entailing on the Government an enormous expense. If 
Congress will increase the companies, as was done for the two 
regiments on the Rio Grande, we can fill them up at once, and 
they will be sufficiently large to meet the wants of the Service 
and relieve the public mind of the constant fear of dieaster to 
our present insufficient force in the Indian country. This could 
be done at much less expense than by calling for volunteers, as 
the organizations ace already prepared, and the winter would be 
on us before we could get volunteers fairly in the field. 

At last accounts General Terry was moving South, 
and is by this time within 75 miles of Crook’s position, 
where it is said the main body of the Sioux are also 
encamped. The Indian Office has published a state- 
ment defending itself from certain harsh criticism, and 
stating that it is in entire harmony with the War De- 
partment, and on the 28th July issued the following 
order to the several Sioux agencies : 

Allow the military to so far control your Indians as to prevent 
any from joming the hostiles, and the latter and their families 
from coming in except on unconditional surrender. Aid in 
arresting, disarming and dismounting such. Issue rations to 
such except as prisoners. Assure all peaceable In@&ns of full 
protection and kind treatment. 

Efforts have been made by the border delegates in 
Congress to induce the Government to accept volun- 
teers, as it is believed that the regular force will be 
insutticient until the proposed increase in cavalry can 
be made available, 

The Canadian Department of the Interior is officially 
informed that our Sioux have made unsuccessful over- 
tures to the Blackfeet residing in Canadian Territory to 
join in the Yellowstone war. 

SHERIDAN, TERRY, AND CROOK 


are said to have expressed their views as follows: 

Crook wants Terry. to march towards his command at least 
half way, as the Indians are mostly upon the mountains, and 
there the battles of the war must be fought. ‘* Our Snake allies,”’ 
he says, “ positively assures us that the Sioux are occupying the 
mountains above us, just where Sibley’s party struck them in 
full force, and they will compel us to fight them inch by inch. 
This will be deadly warfare. They know every foot of those 
rauges, of which we are decidedly ignorant, and can guard every 
pass and ambuscade us at every step. Having plenty of dried 
meat, they can, with what game they kill, make a prolonged re- 
sistance, and being adepts in all arts of deviltry, they can barn 
the forests about our ears while keeping free from the fire them- 
selves. Their hunting parties keep out on the buffalo ranges 
adding fresh meat to their stores every day.” 

“Tam astounded,” suys Terry to Crook, “‘at the number and 
skill of the enemy. This command will fight to the last man, 
bat officers and soldiers recognize the formidable character of 
the task before them, and are radically down on all halfway 
military experiments. If the lessons of the past month are not 
thrown away in high places, Custer will not have died in 


the least, as “‘scarey”’. in the extreme, but says there is no 
reason to believe that there is any insecure féeling among the 
soldiers. He thinks the Indian war will be a short one; that 
it is not an incipient rebellion; that it will not require the mar- 
shalling of the hosts of the nation to beard the Indian in his 
wigwam, and he does not think it advisable to get frightened. 


OUR ALLIES. 


A correspondent of the Salt Lake Herald, at Fort Bridger, 
“saw the Utes and Shoshones in battle array, drawn up in line 
near\the sutler’s store, previous to starting out to fight the 
Sioux. In advance of the party was a swarthy temporary chief, 
his face covered with vertical white streaks that made him 
look like the ——. In his right hand, hanging to the end of a 
window blind rod, were the two fingers of a dead Sioux. An- 
other rod had a white flag nailed to it—a precaution necessary 
to preserve them from being fired upon in proceeding to the 
seat of war. The faces of the rest had on a plentiful supply 
of war paint. Once in line they struck up a peculiar gruntirg 
s.und on a scale of about five notes. Some persons might call 
it singing, but all such must have the tin-panum of their ears 
out of joint. One of the braves, afflicted with a malady peculiar 
to the Caucasiun race, began to brag what he’d do when he got 
to the seut of war, and winding up in broken English, ‘Me 
little mad now; bime by me htvap mad.’ Old Washakie, their 
chief, wants to die in battle, and not in bed.” 

Washakie was distinguished in Capt. Bates’ fight in 
1874 (B, 2a Cavalry); but his band proved worthless as 
combatants, disregarding the commanding officer's 
orders, leaving him to whip the enemy alone, while 
the Shoshone allies proceeded to plunder the hostile 
camp. 

GRUARD, THE SCOUT, 
to whose skill and courage Lieut. Sibley’s party pro- 
bably owe their lives, in a great measure, was born in 
the Sandwicn Islands, and has been sailor, stage driver, 
express rider, and scout, and having been captured by 
the Indians, was for years an adopted son of Sitting 
Bull. Less than a year since Gruard succeeded in 
making his escape, and is now employed by General 
Crook as scout and interpreter. He is about 25 years 
old, tall, broad shouldered, long limbed, and very 
dark, and has many of the characteristics of the Sioux. 


THE ONLY SURVIVOR. 


The Crow Indian Curly is believed to be the only survivor of 
the 250 men who went into action with Custer. He says he went 
down with two other Crows and went into action with Custer. 
The General, he says, kept down the river on the north bank 
feur miles, after Reno had crossed to the south side above. He 
thought Reno would drive down the valley, and at the same time 
attack the village on two sides, he believing Reno weuld take it 
at the upper end, while he (Custer) would go in at the lower end. 
Custer had to go further down the river and further away from 
Reno than he wished on account of the steep bank along the 
north side; but at last he found a ford and dashed for it. The 
Indians met him and poured in a heavy fire from across the nar- 
row river, Custer dismounted to fight on foot, but could not get 
his skirmishers over the stream. Meantime hundreds of In- 
dians, on foot and on ponies, poured over the river, which was 
only about three feet deep, and filled the ravine'on each side of 
Cnster’s men. Custer zhen fell back to some igh ground behind 
him and seized the ravines in his immediate vicinity. The In- 
dians completely surrounded Custer and ponred in a terrible fire 
on all sides. They charged Custer oa foot in vast num- 
bers, but were again and again driven back. ‘The fight 
began about 2 o'clock, and lasted, Curly sys, almost until 
the sun went down over the hills.. The men fought desperately, 
and after the ammunition in their belts was exhausted went to 
their saddlebags, got more xnd continued the fight. He also 
says the big chief, (Custer) lived until nearly all his men had 
been killed or wounded, and went about encouraging his soldiers 
to fizht on. He gota shot in the left side and sat down, with his 
pistol in his hand. Another shot struck Custer in the breast and 
he fell over. The Jast officer killed was a man who rode a white 
hor-e (believed tu be Lieut. Cook, Adjutant of the 7th, as Lieute. 
Cook and Calhoun were the only officers who rode white horses, 
and Lieut. Calhoun was found dead or the skirmish line, near 
the ford, and probably fell carly in the action). Curly says when 
he eaw Custer was hopelessly surrounded he watched his oppor- 
tunity, got a Sioux blapket, put it on, and worked up a ravine, 
and when the Sioux charged he got among them and they did not 
know him from one of theirown men. There were some mounted 
Sioux, and seeing one fall, Curly ran to him, mounted his pony, 
and galloped down as if going towards the white men, but went 
up a ravine and got away. He says as he rode off he saw, when 
nearly a mile*from the battle field, a dozen or more soldiers in a 
ravine, fighting with Sioux all around them. He thinks all were 
killed, as they were outnumbered five to one, and apparently 
dismounted. These were no doubt part of the thirty-five missing 
men reported in the oflicial despatches of General Terry. Curly 
says he saw one cavalry soldier who had got away. He was well 
mounted, but shot through both hips, and Curly thinks he died 
of his wounds, starved to death in the bad lands, or more likely 
his trail was followed, and he killed by the Sioux. Curly did not 
leave Custer until the battle was nearly over, and he describes it 
as desperate in the extreme. He is quite sure the Indians had 
more killed than Custer had white men with him. 

CUSTER. 

Custer was buried among his officers, and many 
crowded forward for a long last look at the well- 
known form and features of the great cavalry leader. 
He seemed only sleeping, and a perfect calm was on 
the face and a smile about the lips as if he were bid- 
ding his friends a pleasant good-by, All the officers’ 
graves were marked by hollow sticks, sunk deep in 
the ground, containing the names of the dead. It was 
krown the Indians would remove any surface marks 
placed over the graves, but it is not believed they will 
disturb the bodies, and they can easily be identified by 
means of the sticks at any time friends may wish to 
remove them East. 





KEOGH. 

It is stated Captain Myles W. Keogh, 7th Cavalry, 
had a presentiment of his approaching death. Just 
before the expedition started he came to an officer who 
had once been a lawyer, and asked him if he could 
draw up a will in proper form, and on the officer an- 
swering in the affirmative, Captain Keogh suid, ‘‘I 
don’t know what may happen to me, and as I have not 
disposed of some things I have, 1 want to make a 
will.” The will was drawn up, signed by Keogh, wit- 
nessed, und sealed up in anenvelope. It was then 
handed by Keogh to the officer who had drawn it up, 
and the captain said, ‘‘If anything should befall me 
open the envelope and send the papers to my sister.” 
Captain Keogh owned a fine property in the north of 
Ireland, and had $10,000 insurance on his life. He 
was unmarried, but leaves a brother and sister in this 
country, and one brother in Ireland. Keogh was a 
fine soldier, and one of the handsomest men in the 
Army.

Resolved, That the publication alluded to bears the marks of 
fraud upou its face, as no such telegram passed over the wires 
from this oflice, and, from the mail arrangements now in effect at 
this post, it would be utterly impossible for a letter written here 
on the 25th inst., to reach Helena, Montana, by the 30th inst.— 
the date of publication.

The followin g is an extract from Lieutenant John- 
son’s letter to his father General R. W. Johnson, 
U. 8. A., who was with Gibbun when Custer’s battle- 
field was discovered: ‘‘ Their camp was fully four 
miles long, and all our march were indications of a 
very lusty flight, for they left lodge poles, a set of 
which are worth as much as a pony, camp kettles, tin 
cups, tin pan:, any quantity of axes, a few guns, 
buttalo robes and some of their dead in two standing 
lodges ; also many cavalry saddles, carbine slings, 
bridle bits, cured meat, etc. There were not less than 
200 wagon loads of stores abanduned hy them. 


LOSS OF COLORS. 


The 7th Cavalry is much depressed over the loss of 
their guidons, and it is said Custer’s old division battle 
flag was also captured. 








LIEUTENANT JAMES G. STURGIS.

JAMES G. Sturers, son of Colonel 8. D. Sturgis, 7th 
Cavalry, was born at Albuquerque, New Mexico, 
January 24th, 1854. He entered the Military Academy 
in 1871, and graduated with his class on the 16th cf 
June, 1875, but a trifle over a year before he met his 
tragic death in Custer’s ill-starred attack on the Sicux 
Village of the Little Big Horn. As the son of an Army 
officer, much of his life had been passed on the fron- 
tier amid scenes which filled him with . love of the 
excitement and adventure which Indian fighting 
affords, und gave him an experience in the camp and 
saddle, while yet u boy, such as falls to the lot of few 
young men to enjoy. Of medium height, slender but 
muscular, with curling hair, a bright, honest eye, and 
the smile of a warm, true heart, his face was one of 
those which Lavater would have loved at sight,—a 
true mirror of his mind, the infallible index of a pure, 
and generous soul sans peur et sans reproche. Tis troop 
commauder, writing from the field, finds a fairer 
wreath than laurel oa the young hero's pale brow, and 
sends it, woven from the tender memories of u soldier’s 
heart, to a desvlated home: 

‘* Poor boy, I loved him if possible as well as you. 
His manly sense, his heroic bearing, and, even more 
than these, his uncontaminated innocence of character 
completely won my heart. Please let me know where 
to seud his effects. Among them is a paper of mine. 
Please destroy it without reading ; it is my will. 
gave it to Lim hoping that I might fall and he be 
spared.” 

We of the regiment felt toward him as toward @ 
younger brother. He had made his home athong us as 
a boy in the camp and garrison; we had seen him de- 
part with our God speed, full of hope and promise of a 
bright future, to his alma mater; and had welcomed 
him back among us with pride in his perfect nobility, 
and a hearty affection for the unshsxken truth of a 
warm, and affectionate disposition. It is said, “ few 





men could wear their epitaphs gracefully.” But his 
bright, brief life, and noble death needs no trite pane- 
gyric from friendship’s pen. Memory will place for 
epitaph upon his tomb tie virtues of a modest, and 
heroic spirit, that nature and nature’s God clothed him 
withu!; the simple purity of an honest heari—the armor 
of a soldier and a man.

By this err the practice was required to conform to 
Circular No. 3 of the General Inspector of Rifle Practice 
which prescribes not only that those qualifying in the third 
class should shoot in the second, but that those who did 
not qualify should repeat their former _— on the same 
day, whenever the time and range would permit. The whole 
<lifficulty seems to have arisen from an unusual construction 
of the division order, by either the Brigade Commander or 
Brigade Inspector of Rifle Practice.

PENNSYLVANIA. 
Haragissure City Grays.— A correspondent, in announc- 
ing that Governor Hartranft has requested this org .niza- 
tion to drill before him in a few weeks, gives the following 
account of it: ‘‘This company was originally organized in 
1861, as the ‘First City Zouaves,’ by Captain De B. Ran- 
dolf Keim, since a celebrated war correspondent of the 
New York ‘ Herald.’ It served with great credit during the 
war as Company A, One Hundred and Twenty-seventh 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, F. Asbury Awl, captain. On its 
muster-out in June, 1863, thirty-two of its members were 
commissioned in the Regular and Volunteer Service. Re- 
organized in 1869, it at once took high rank amongst the 
military of Central Pennsylvania. On the promotion of 
Captaiu J. Wesley Awl to the rank of lieutenant-colonel, 
A. A. G., and chief of division staff, First Lieutenant Thos. 
F. Maloney, the present commandant, was elected captain, 
and shortly afterwards the company adopted as its uniform 
that of the Seventh N. G., and alsu changed its name to 
Harrisburg ‘City Grays.’ On the reorganization of the 
Pennsylvania National Guard it was assigned as Company 
D, Eighth regiment. In 1874 the Grays built a fine com- 
modious armory, and are, in all respects, a fixed and favor- 
ite institution iu Harrisburg. The company ts thoroughly 
drilled and disciplined. General Latta, Adjutant-General 
of Pennsylvania, in his last annual report, says of it: ‘ For 
drill and discipline it now stands the equal of any company 
in the State; for soldierly bearing, deportment, appear- 
ance, neatness, and cleanliness of arms it is unexception- 
able ; with all details, requirements, and equipments fully 
complete.’ The Grays assisted in quelling the Williams- 
port lumber riots in 1872 ; and served two tours of duty in 
the Schuylkill Coal region during the riots last summer, 
the company responding almost toa man, at a heavy pe- 
cupiary and business sacrifice to the individual members. 
The Grays have participated in celebrations in the princi- 
pal cities of Pennsylvania, always compelling attention and 
admiration by their drill, esprit de corps, gentlemanly 
bearing and conduct. At the Philadelphia Centennial 
parade July 4 they were very highly complimented by mili- 
tary men who witnessed their menceuvring. The company 
is on a permanent basis, and bids fair to live a long life of 
usefulness.”

Q@ GENERAL HEADQUARTERS STATE OF CONNECTICUT,

General Orders No. 9. 

I. All laws, rules and reguiations governing the National Guard 
of this State will be in force while the brigade is en route to and 
from, and in camp at Philadelphia, and must be strictly observed 
and respected by every soldier in the command. The Brigadier 
General commanding the National Guard 1s authorized to en- 
force all laws. rules and regulations in such manner as he may 
deem necessary, and to take such steps as may be requisite to 
enforce and preserve good order and military discipline in and 
out of camp. 

While the Commander-in Chief relies with pride and confi- 
dence upon the true soldierly instincts which have already won 
an honorable name for our National Guard, the officers and men 
of the command are reminded that their qualities as citizen sol- 
diers will be largely judged, from the time they leave home until 
they return, by their decorous bearing when off duty, as well as 
when exercising their ae military functions, and that the 
exhibition of tnese qualities with conscientious fidelity by every 
individual member of the National Guard, is demanded by every 
sentiment of regard for the honor of the State which they rep- 
resent. 

II. In consequence of the large expenses to be incurred in the 
encampment at Philadelphia, the Brigadier General command- 
ing will order the section of artillery into camp without guns or 
horses, and not over four horses will be allowed to the mounted 
officers of each regiment, and four to the Brigadier-General and 
staff, except on days of review and general parade, when all field 
and staft officers will appear mounted. ‘Transportation for horses 
will not be furnished by the Quartermaster-General, suitable ar- 
rangements having been made for procuring good saddle horses 
in Philadelphia, full information of which will be given in a cir- 
cular order soon to be issued.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Proressor Sir Wyville Thomson and others of the 
Challenger were recently entertained at a public dinner 
at Edinburgh. Among the speakers Professor Hux- 
ley said : Well, now, what was it that the Challenger 
was sent to do? She was sent to obtain for us that 
more precise and accurate informution of the physical 
characteristics of the sea and of the animal life in it 
which was absolutely requisite for the progress of 
science. For that purpose she was ordered to traverse 
the Atlantic twice, to proceed by the way of the Cape 
of Good Hope, to make a dive into the Antarctic re- 
gions among the snow and ice of those localities; then 
to go north again by way of Australia, to thread her 
way umong the coral reefs upon the eastern coast of 
Australia ; to pass through Torres Straits, to reach the 
coast of China, then to strike across the Pacific and 
find her way home again by way of Cape Horn ; and 
throughout tbe whole of that track, amounting by the 
course she followed to sume 70,000 miles, it was her 
duty at regular intervals to ascertain the exact depth of 
the sea, the nature of the creatures which live on the 
surface, and the nature of the debris found at the bot- 
tom, and thus to lay.something like a solid foundation 
for our speculation upon the physical geography of the 
sea. Take the marvellous discovery that over large 
areas of the sea the bottom is covered with a kind of 
chalk, a substance made up entirely of the shells of 
minute creatures—a sort of geological shoddy made of 
the cast-oft clothes of those animals. The fact had been 
known for a long time, and we were greatly puzzled 
to know how those things got to be there. But the re 
searches of the Challenger have proved beyond ques- 
tion, as far as I can see, that the remains in question 
are the shells of organisms which live at the surfdce 
and not at the bottom, and that this deposit, which is 








of the same nature as the ancient chalk, differing in 


| some minor respects, but essentially the same, is abso- 


lutely formed by a rain of skeletons. These creatures 
all live within 100 fathoms of the surface; and being 
subject to the fate of all diving things, they sooner or 
later die, and when they die their skeletons are rained 
down in one continual shower, falling thrcugh a mile 
or couple of miles of sea water. When they got to 
depths of 3,000 and 4,000 fathoms, and to 4,400 
fathoms, or about five miles, which was the greatest 
depth at which the Challenger fished anything from 
the bottom, they found that, while the surface of tho 
water mght be full of these calcareous organisms, the 
bottom was not. There they found red clay. Prof. 
Sir Wyville Thomson said: Ata depth of abont four 
miles we were always able to dredge and trawl with 
very considerable certainty. In fact, under favorable 
circumstances, we could use one of the large trawls, 
such as are commonly used to catch flat fish in the 
south coast of England and in the Firth of Forth, 
without difficulty or risk, and almost with the cer- 
tainty that the trawl would come up with its freight 
quite right from that depth. Instead of using a small 
Balls dredge about eighteen incheslong, a traw! with a 
beam twenty feet acruss was dragged across the bot- 
tom of the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans; and in that 
way we covered a considerable amount of ground, and 
obtained a far better idea of the larger organisms of 
those regions. * The depth of the Atlantic apparently 





averaged something about two thousand fathoms, and 





that of the Pacific about twenty-five hundred fathoms. 
There did not seem to be any great difference between 
the Atlantic and the Pacific Oceans—a general charac- 
teristic being that the bottom of each was a tolerably 
level expanse, with slight undulations. We usuaily, 
at most of the stations mentioned, determined correctly 
the bottom temperature, and then that of the various 
strata from the bottom up to the surface, and without 
going over those observations, I may say that we were 


inclined to come to the conclusion that the great mass 
of the water we found in the troughs of the Atlantic 
and Pacific is derived from the southern sea. At va- 
rious localitiesin the Pacific and Atlantic the tempera- 
ture of the water precisely, or very uearly so, agreed 
with water at the same depth in the southern sea, and 
the temperature of the bottom water in the Atlantic or 
the Pacific at any one locality depended apparently 
upon the height of the barrier which separated that par- 
ticular portion of the ocean from the southern sea from 
which it is derived. Thus in this way all over the At- 
lantic and Pacific Oceans we could almost tell by the 
temperature of the water the height of the ridges which 
separated it from its source. Of course, as you know, 
the idea was prevalent that there were no animals at 
those great depths, but the conclusion we have ar- 
rived at now is, that there are avimals at all depths, 
though undoubtedly they decrease in ‘number as the 
depth increases, 








CapTaIn Harvey has brought under the notice of 
the Admiralty a method for exploding his towing tor- 
pedo by means of electricity, if so desired. Their 
lordships are, however, so well satisfied with Captain 
Harvey’s invention as a towing torpedo, that, in their 
opinion, there is little, if anything, to be gained by the 
application of electricity.
